Although in Substance Note 
Upholds Germany’s U-Boat 
Warfare, It Is Couched in 
Friendly Terms.

NO BREAK EXPECTED 
WITHOUT OVERT ACT 
And Austria Evidently 
Wishes to Avoid Such Act. 
Believed Germany Is Try- 
ing to Force Austria to 
Step Latter Doesn’t Wish 


to Take. 


Washington, March 6.—Austria’s re- 
ply to the American request fora clear- 
er definition of her attitude in the 
@aubmarine situation was stated of- 
ficially here today to leave the door 
open for further negotiations, delaying 
temporarily at least the break which 
ha’ts been regarded as inevitable since 
the severance of relations between the 
United States and Germany. 

Although in substance the long com- 
munication upholds and defends the 
unrestricted warfare waged by Ger- 
many, it is couched in most friendly 
terms and points out that “Austrian 
submarines solely are operating in the 
Adriatic and Mediterranean and there- 
fore an encroachment on American in- 
terests hardly is to be feared. There 
will be a reply to this note and un- 
less an overt act precipitates the rup- 
ture both sides apparently earnestly 
desire to avoid, the United States prob- 
ably will not be inclined to force the 
issue for the present. 

The truth is that Germany is credit- 
ed here with trying to force Austria 
to a step which that country does not 
wish to take. Germany naturally 
wishes, it is pointed out, to have the 
complete moral support of her allies 
in the submarine campaign and is urg- 
ing her great influence with Austria 


to that end. 

Austria, therefore, is placed in the 
delicate position of either sacrificing 
the manifest benefits she receives from 
the continuance of diplomatic relations 
with this country or of appearing not 
fully to support her ally. AS a re- 
sult, it is believed that ‘she has made 
her reply to this country as strong an 
indorsement of Germany's position as 
possible without at the same time mak- 
ing it impossible for the United States 


to eontipue the negotiations. 

This opinion fs based not only on 
dispatches from Ambassador Penfield 
at Vienna, but on the whole length and 
spirit of the Austrian note, 


SUMMARY OF NOTE 
SENT BY AUSTRIA 
TO.UNITED STATES 


London, March 6.—The American am- 
bassador at Vienna has been handed 
the reply of the Austrian government 
to the American note inquiring as to the 
position of the Austrian government 
in regard to unrestricted submarine 
warfare, according to @ Vienna dis- 
patch to Reuters by way of Amster- 


darn. 
The reply declares that neutrals are 


responsible for losses they suffer by en- 
tering territory where war-like opera- 
tions are taking place. 

The Austrian memorandum referring 
to the note on the Ancona case, says 
that it “strictly adheres to the as- 


@urance already given.” 

At the same time Austria calls at- 
tention to the fact that at the time 
of the Ancona incident it sated that 
it “reserved the right to bring up lat- 
er for discussion difficult internation- 
al questions which arise in connection 
with submarine warfare.” | 

The Austrian note, which is very 
long, begins with an attack on the Brit- 
ish blockade as illegal and says the 
blockade has forced the central pow- 
ers to take measures of reprisal. 

The Ancona and Persia. 


The note continues, 

“In replying now to the question put 
in the American note of bkebruary 13 
the Austro-Hungarian government 
firstly remarks that In the exchange of 
notes reterring to the Cases olf — -— 
‘oni he Persia it’ restrictle it- 
ast iakaine its attitude to crete 
questions which individually arose 
without laying down its fundamental 
legai conception. But in its note of 
October 19, 1916, referring to the An- 
cona case, it reserved to itself the 
right to bring up for discussion at a 
laier date ailureuit international ques- 
tions Which arise in connection with 
supmarine wartare. If it how refers to 
this reservation and now brietly dis- 
cusses the question of the sinking of 
enemy vessels, to which that note re- 
fers, it is guided by the desire to show 
the American povernment that it now 
as heretofore strictly adheres to the 
assurance alreauy siven and endeavors 
by ciearing up that important ques- 
tion arising trom submarine wartlare, 
because it touched the laws of humani- 
ly, tu avoid misunderstanding between 
tne monarchy and the American Uunlon. 

“Brom the laws of humanity which 
the Austro-Hungarian guvernment and 
tne Washington cabinet take in the 
same manner as Judging the lines, the 
more general principie can be derived 
that when executing the rignt of de- 
stroying enemy merchantmen the loss 
ef human lite should as far as possible 
be avoiued. To this principie the bej- 
ligerent can only do justice by issuing 
warning bvbefore exercising the rignat.

$500,000 ADDITION 
10 BIG WAREHOUSE 


Construction of Three Ex- 
tra Units by Atlanta Ware- 
house Co. to Give 300,000- 
Bale Capacity, Largest in 
World. 


Three large warehouses, to cost $500,- 
000, will be erected by the Atlanta 
Warehouse company within the next 
few months. Work will be rushed so 
that the additions to the present plant 
will be ready to receive the fall cot- 
ton crop. This announcement was 
made Tuesday by Henry Green, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Atlanta 
Warehouse company, of which Asa 
Candler is president. 

The new buildings will be erected 
joining the present plant of the Atlanta 
Warehouse company on Stewart ave- 
nue. When completed the plant will 
have a capacity of 300,000 bales and 
will be the largest cotton warehouse in 
the United States. The present plant 
is worth $1,000,000 in round figures. 

Already excavations have been made 
for laying of the concrete foundations 


paring the way for the building of the 
three mammoth units to be added. Un- 
der the contract for the erection of 


completed by November 1, 1917. 
“When these three units to our plant 
are completed,” said Mr. Green, “At- 


buildings in the world, covering 42 
acres, and can also boast of the biggest 
and best cotton warehouses in the 
world. A federal expert has just made 
an inspection of our present plans, 
which, when carried out, he says will 
give Atlanta a plant far better than 
New Orleans warehouses and com- 
presses, and way ahead of anything 
Memphis, Tenn., has. 
300,000-Bale Capacity. 

“By November 1 we will have a stor- 
age capacity of 300,000 bales of cotton. 
Due to our sprinkler system and thor- 
ough fireproof concrete building, we 
have the lowest insurance rate of any 
warehouse company on earth, being 5 
cents less on a hundred pounds of cot- 
ton than New Orleans. 

“During the off season, when cotton 
is not moving, we are storing auto- 
mobiles. We now have 1,000 machines 
stored at the plant. 

“There are great quantities of grain 
also stored, and there is little doubt 
that the Atlanta plant will operate at 
full capacity all the time. 

“The new warehouse units to be built 
at once will be known as sections “‘C,”’ 
“ee “ma Sections “A,” “BB,” “FF 
and “G’ are already completed. Each 
section has 22 units which will accom- 
modate 1,000 bales flat, and 2,000 bales 
compressed. This gives room for over 


150,000 bales in flat and over 300,000 


bales compressed. 

“Every modern convenience and mech- 
anism Known to the building of ware- 
houses and compresses is being in- 
stalled. 

Move Executive Offices. 

“The executive offices are being 
moved to a concrete tower, 200 feet 
high, on which is a big tank contain- 
ing 200,000 gallons of water to be used 
in case of fire. The executive offices 
will take up the entire five floors of 
this building,and weare spending $3,- 
000 in eQuipping the offices. This tow- 
er stands at the southwest corner of 
the 42-acre plot, corner of Glenn and 
Murphey streets.” 

Besides the seven warehouses that 
the Atlanta Warehouse company will 
have on November 1, there are already 
in course of operation two great com- 
presses. One of these compresses is 
known as a high density eomproes, and 
turns out 80 bales an hour. “his com- 
press is used to compress only cotton 
that is due for export to foreign coun- 
tries. Another great press that turns 
out 150 bales an hour is used for inter- 
state shipping. 

The Atlanta Warehouse company’s 
plant is located just a square from the 
center of West End, and east of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway, and west of the 
Southern. It is bounded on the west 
by Murphey street, on the south by 
Shelton street, on the east by Stewart 
avenue and on the south by Glenn 
street.

The governor will show that these 
shipments into Georgia alone have 
grown so numerous that a new busi- 
ness enterprise has been started; that 
the express agents at every station, be- 
coming the agents of the state under 
the law. are beimg made the victims of 
a condition for which the state legis- 
lature is responsible. It will be pointed 
out by him that the interest of thdse 
agents had been enlisted by the fact 
that a part of the compensation pro- 
vided for in the state law goes to the 
agent as his own commission, without 
requiring him to make any accounting 
to his employer for it. 

Negroes Getting Liquor. 

The governor will stress in his an- 
nouncement that 80 per cent of the liq- 
uor shipped into the state is being: dis- 
tributed among the negro population, 
and that in many instances it has been 
shown these deliveries are made to peo- 
ple in their homes who are not of full 
age. 

A further fact which he will point 
to is that in many instances the same 
person is having shipments of liquor 
made to several different express of- 
fices in the same county in the same 
month; that in consequence of this con- 
dition almost every interest in the state 
has been affected, and especially so 
with the farming people, who are ex- 
periencing great difficulty in preparing 
land and planting their crops this year. 

These abuses if allowed to continue, 
the governor will say, will undoubtedly 
interfere with the success of the agri- 
cultural prosperity of the state. 

He will say that in the estimation 
of the thinking people of the state 
some relief has become absolutely nec- 
essary, and the ruling of the federal 
supreme court on the Webb-Kenyon 
law opened the way for the proper ad- 
justment on the part of the state of 
all of her own troubles, through her 
own legislature. 

He has closely studied the amend- 
ments to the postal bill as passed by 
congress, but which have been made 
inoperative until July 1, and will say 
that an examination of these is con- 
vincing that a revision of all the state's 
prohibition statutes is of the first im- 
portance in order to adjust them to 


the new conditions. 
The governor will point out that it 
is currently reported that vast stores 
of liquor are now piled up on the bor- 
| ders of this state, “all of which will 
be rushed to market between now and 
July 1,” and as this liquor cannot be 
sold in the state where it is stored it 
undoubtedly will be sent to market in 
Georgia; in fact, that it has been large- 
ly accumulated for this purpose. 
Question of Finance. 
On the question of finance the gov- 
ernor Will say: 
“The principal argument urged 
'against the extra ‘session is the condi- 
| tion of the state’s finances at the pres- 
ent time.’ While the governor was 
hesitating about the call several gen- 
erous and liberal-hearted people, on 
this account, came forward and offer- 
ed to make up the cost of the session, 
if that is found necessary. They of- 
fered to put this money to the credit 
of the governor, and will do so. In 
| this way the state can be saved from 
‘any loss, end the governor can, a's he 
‘will state, leave it to the legislature 
'itself when it comes together to deal 
with the subject. “In any event,” he 
| will say, “the money will be in hand 
to meet the expenses of the session.”

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THREE FILIBUSTERS 
SHOW SOME SHAME 


Vardaman, Kenyon and 


O’Gorman Deny Being in 
Plot to Defeat Armed Neu- 
trality—John Sharp Wil- 
liams Raps Vardaman. 


Washington, March 6.—Senators 
fardaman, of Mississippi, democrat, 
and Kenyon, of lowa, republican, two 
of the twelve senators who did not 
sign the senate manifesto in favor of 
the armed neutrality and who were in- 
cluded in the group referred to by 
President Wilson as “a little group of 
willful men,” who had rendered the 
country “helpless and contemptible” 
before the world, explained to the sen- 
ate today that they had not been in 
complicity to prevent a vote on that 
measure. 

Senator John Sharp Williams reply- 
ing particularly to his colleague, de- 
clared emphatically that President 
Wilson was right in his criticism of a 
few senators who made legislation by 
an overwhelming majority impossible in 
the nation’s crisis, and that whatever 
might have been their motive they and 
not congress were responsible for the 
United States being “helpless and con- 
temptible” before the world. 

Vardaman Explains. 

Senator Vardaman said he did not 
desire to prevent a vote on the bill 
and had taken only sixteen minutes to 
discuss it. He declared he was “sorry 
there had been such savage and indel- 


ident.” 

He said he did not favor the bill be- 
cause he was unwilling to delegate to 
the president the power vested in con- 
gress especially when it might bring 
on war. 

“Personally I do not take orders from 
any man or any set of men outside the 
State of Mississippi,” said Senator 
Vardaman. “I am in favor of free and 
ample discussion of a measure and aft- 
er that a vote.’’ 

Senator Williams replied that Presi- 
dent Wilson had not expressed dissat- 
isfaction with congress but with those 
|who had helped defeat the armed ship 
bill. 

Williams to Vardaman. 

“My colleague says congress has some 
rights,” rejoined Senator Williams, 
“and I think one of them is to legis- 
late. A filibuster may be rightly used 
against some things, but whén the 
honor of the nation is at stake and when 
it renders the government of the Unit- 
ed States helpless and contémptible, 
as the president says, before the world, 
it is not excusable. My colleague says 
he occupied only sixteen minutes—it is 
also true that the senator from Wiscon- 
sin—Mr. La Follette—did not occupy 
any time, but it is also true that he 
was against the Dill.” 

“I don’t want this oceasion to pass 
without an opportunity to impress up- 
on the people of this country and the 
world that congress was united in sup- 
port of the president for the legislation 
he asked. We were bound, manacled, 
held helpless and contemptible by 
these men. Not only congress but the 


great majority of the people of the 
United States are behind the preside 
in this crisis.” 

Senator Gronna, 
asked if Senator Williams was sure 
of that, and Mr. Williams declared he 
was as sure of it as he was that 
water left alone would run down 
stream. 

“The mass of the people todat,” he 
declared, “are speaking in tones un- 
mistakable to anyone who has ears to 
hear.” 

O’Gorman Makes Denial. 

New York, March 6.—Formal denial 
that he participated in the senate fili- 
buster to defeat the president's armed 
neutrality bill was issued today by 
former United States Senator James 
A. O’Gorman, who said he used no 
more than five minutes of the senate’s 
time during the last three days of 
the session and never objected to a 
vote on the measure, 

Ele refused to sign the senatorial 
manifesto that a majority favored the 
bill, Mr. O’Gorman said, beeause the 
senate measure differed trom that 
adopted in the house, which he thought 
should be supported in refusing to 
authorize the president to “employ 
other instrumentalities” in addition to 
arming ships.

KEEP REPAIRS GOING! 


Mayor Candler, on the assumption that it 
is impossible for the city to do the necessary 
fundamental repaving of Atlanta’s streets 


this having committed himself to 
the policy of doing such repair work as will 
serve the purpose temporarily, and having 
shown that this can be done with good re- 
sults in the repairing of parts of Peachtree 
street, it is now the duty of council to take 
whatever steps may be necessary to sup- 
port him and the chief of construction in 
their efforts to serve the city as best they 
can under the circumstances. 

If the old rule, “a stitch in time saves 
nine,” ever held true it is particularly ap- 
plicable to the patching of a hole in a piece 
of pavement. A hole two feet in diameter 
in a street surface today, if left alone, will 
double in size in a few weeks, while a patch, 
promptly. applied, will check the deteriora- 
tion and restore a smooth surface to the 
street.

Neglect of pavement is 
Atlanta must, more than ever, conserve its 
income, the importance of this fact cannot 
be overlooked. 

It seems to be admitted that we cannot 
do any fundamental pavement construction 
this year, but the chief of construction has 
shown that the emergency requirements can 
largely be met by timely repairs. 

Of course, such work is only a temporary 
expediency at best, but if this can be kept 
up it can be made to serve a good purpose. 

If it cannot fundamentally repave the 
streets in bad repair, the city should pro- 
ceed to the work of repairing them. 

It would save the public endless annoy- 
ance: it would save traffic a terrible bur- 
den: it would save the city itself many a 
dollar if it will arm the chief of construction 
with a sufficient force and equipment to 

enable him to go upon every main street 
first, 
streets, and the lateral streets later, and see 
to it that every street in the city is put in 
a reasonable state of repair. 

A dollar spent in this wise now means 
the saving of ten otherwise to be expended 
later on.

Chairman C. M. Candler, of the state rail- 
road commission, Tuesday issued a schedule 
of the order in which subjects will come up 
for hearing when the hearing upon the petl- 
tion of the railroads of Georgia, asking @ 
general revision of Georgia intrastate rates, 
is resumed Monday, March 12, and the ship- 
pers opposing the petition have opportunity 
to present their side of the case. 

The chairman’s statement is as follows: 

To the Shipping Public and Carriers in 
Georgia: The railroad commission of Geor- 
gia will resume hearing of evidence in the 
general, freight rate revision petition of the 
railroads of Georgia, at its offices in the state 
capitol, on Monday, March 12, 1917, at 10 
o’clock a. m. 

The railroads having completed the intro- 
duction of their direct evidence, beginning as 
above stated it is the purpose of the com- 
mission to hear from shippers and other In- 
terested parties. 

The following calendar or order of proce- 
dure has been submitted by counsel for the 
Georgia Shippers’ association, and adopted 
by the commission, to-wit:

COMBINE IS CHARGED 
TO RAISE COAL PRICES 


118 Corporations and 71 Indi- 
viduals Indicted by United 
States Grand Jury. 


New York, March 6.—The federal 
grand jury which has been investigat- 
ing the high cost of food and fuel re- 
turned two indictments today naming 
as defendants in the first 108 corpora- 
tions and fifty-five individuals; in the 
second, ten corporations and sixteen in- 
dividuals in the business of producing 
or selling coal. 

The defendants in the first indict- 
ment are charged with participating in 
a combination among selling agents 
and producers of 22,000,000 out of 35,- 
000,000 tons of coal produced annually 
in the Pocahontas and New River dis- 
tricts of West Virginia, arbitrarily to 
fix prices at which this coal is mar- 
keted. 

The defendants in the second indict- 
ment are charged with combining, 
through nine mining companies pro- 
ducing 3,000,000 tons of such coal and 
with a selling agent, arbitrarily to fix 
prices and to pool the proceeds of the 
sale of the coal. 

The coal in question, produced in the 
Pocahontas and New River districts 
in West Virginia and in the western 
part of Virginia, is of smokeless char- 
acter used extensively for steaming 
purposes by manufacturing plants, 
steamships, railroads, schools, hospi- 
tals and other institutions. 

The defendants, according to a sum- 
mary of the incidents made by Frank 
M. Swacker, United States special dep- 
uty attorney general, who has con- 
ducted the inquiry, are understood to 
have agreed during January to more 
than double the price at which coal 
should be sold under contract during 
the year beginning April 1 from $1.25 
to $3 a ton at the mine. 

It was stated that as the result of 
the proposed increase in the contract 
price, spot coal is being sold at pres- 
ent at more than treble price, this coal 
selling recently in Boston for $13 a 
ton, 

The second indictment makes similar 
charges covering the mining and dis- 
posal of 3,000,000 tons annually, by the 
corporations and individuals named 
during the last three vears. These de- 
fendants, it is charged, concertedly en-

Vital Point Is Won 
For Building Program 
Of Highway Board 


The effort of the United States post- 
office department to compel the im- 
provement of an entire rural route, 
where a state with federal aid under- 
takes the improvement of any part of 
such a route, has failed and Georgia 
and other states participating in the 
federal appropriation for road construc- 
tion may proceed under the plans al- 
ready made for road construction. 

This information was received ‘by the 
state highway department Tuesday in 
instructions which have been forward- 
ed through J. T. Bullen, of Montgom- 
ery, Ala., federal district engineer of 
the eighth district, from the United 


. States office of good roads. 


The postoffice department recently 
appealed to the department of justice 
for an interpretation of the federal 
statute under which the good roads ap- 
propriation is made. The instructions 
just received seem to be based upon the 
ruling from the department of justice. 

Georgia has mapped out a five-year 
building program, including a number 
of highways composed of parts of rural 
routes. Had the postoffice department 
been sustained -this entire program 
would have been killed. Under the in- 
structions now issued, however, the 
State may proceed as soon as one or 
more of the proposed highway routes 
has received the approval of Washing- 
ton. 

The communication to the state 
highway department is as follows: 

To the State Highway Departments of 
District No. 8 (Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, Tennessee). 

Dear Sirs: The following instructions 
have been received from the Washington 
office of public roads and rural engineer- 
ing, which we are quoting for your infor- 
mation: 

“In order that a road may be accepted as 
a project under the federal aid road dct, 
it is not necessary that mail shall be car- 
ried on the road throughout its entire 
length prior to the construction of the road. 
The secretary of agriculture will consider 
the following exceptions, deciding each case 
on its merits: 

‘‘(1) Where a substantial part of the road 
is used as a rural route before improvement 
and there is a@ reasonable prospect that the 
road will be used as a rural route through- 
out its entire length-immediately or within 
a reasonable time after its improvement. 

(2) A road not used as a post road prior 
to improvement, but jin respect to which the 
facts warrant a finding by the secretary of 
agriculture that there is a reasonable pros- 
pect of its being used as a post road 
throughout its entire length immediately or 
within a reasonable time after its improve- 


ment. 
(3) An entirely new road, in respect to 


which the facts warrant a finding by the 
secretary of agriculture that if the aid re- 
quested be granted there is a reasonable 
prospect that throughout its entire length 
it will be used for the transportation of 
mail immediately or within a reasonable 
time after its construction. 

(4) An existing road, different sections 
of which, constituting substantially the 
whole road, are being used for the trans- 
portation of the mails, but which is not used 
for that purpose throughout ‘its entire 
length, and in respect to which the facts 
do not warrant a finding by the secretary 
of agriculture that the unused portions, 
constituting an unsubstantial part of the 
whole, will be used for transporting the 
mails in the near future, but in respect 
to which the facts warrant a finding by the 
secretary of agriculture that it would be 
uneconomical to construct the parts used for 
carrying mails without at the same time 
constructing the parts not so used.”
